New York, October 26.—Bily Porter, who 
has been indicted for the murder of Walsh, 
the burglar, in Draper’s saloon on Sixth av- 
enue on the 16th inst., and who surrendered 
to Inspector Byrnes as soon as he learned of 
hi8 indictment, appears to be enjoying him- 
self as well as circumstanccs will permit in 
cell No. 70.in the. Tombs, where he was 
taken after his arraignment before the Re- 
cordegin the Court of General Sessions on 
Wednesday morning. He was called upon 
yesterday bv a uumber of friends, among 
others one of the keepers of the King’s 
County Penitentiary.” Porter. was in 
good spirits and conversed freely with 
his friends upon the subject of his imprison- 
ment, saying: 

“Ob, I’m as tnnocent of the murder of 
Walsh, with which I am charged, as a child 
unborn. I had no motive whatever to com- 
mit or participatein such a terrible crime, 


nor have I had any cause for 
ILL FEELING AGAINST WALSH. 
The statement which has been published in 
the newspapers, that I entered Shang’s saloon 
in ey of Johuny Irving, is totally un- 
true. never would have gone into that sa- 
loon or anywhere else with a man like Irv- 
ing, if I had dreamed that he had the object 
of committing an assassination in view. I 
pledge you my sacred word of honor that 
since I left the King’s County Penitentiary lL 
have never been guilty of committing a 
single criminal act. When I was liberated 
from there, I left there with a firm deter- 
mination to livein the future an honest and 
upright life. I have suffered all the penaity 
that I care to for my past life of crime, and 
Ican truly say that I have faithfully kept 
that resolution. In my opinion Irving must 
have been very much under the influence 
of liquor when he entered the place, and im- 
mediately 
BEGAN SHOOTING WITHOUT THINKING 
what he was doing, for no man 
in his right mind would think 
of committing an assassination in 
such an open way with a score of wit- 
nesses standing about him and knowing 
what the penalty for his crime was. All 
ask is a fair and impartial trial, and I am 
confident that I shali be honorably acquitted 
of any participation in the terrible murder 
in Shang’s saloon. When the trial takes 
place I shall be able 2, produce 0 dozen wit- 
nesses who wilt swear hot only that I had 
hothing to do with the shooting, butthat I 
was not in the place at the time, the shots 
were fired. Itis untruethat I entered the 
saloon in company with Irving. I 
went there alone and xnew nothing what- 
ever of Irving’s movements that evening. 
Irving was a good looking fellow and very 
fond of the gifls,and that probably attracted 
him to Sixth a¥Venue. 
SHORTLY BEFORE PORTER 
was released from the penitentiary, where 
he was know® as a “trusty,” on account of 
his excellent behavior, and occupied the 
position of hall-man or custodian of the 
prison, he reéeived a letter from Irving, in 
which the latter said: “Il have just been re- 
Jeased from a term of three years of solitary 
confinement in the Eastern Penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania, andI have made a solemn 
vow never to commit or be implicated 
in another criminal act as long as 
I live. God knows I have _ suffered 
intensely for the many crooked things 
I have done in the past, and the solitary con- 
finement which I have been compelled to en- 
dure, even if the time had only been one year 
instead of three, is sufficient punishment to 
deter me from ever putting myself in the 
way of sucha place again. I have fully ae- 
termined to branch out into another channel 
of life. Lam going to return to my old trade 
as a printer, andif I cannot make but $lia 
week 
I SHALL BE CONTENT 
with it, and strive to make both ends meet. 
I feel keenly the humiliating disgrace which 
my past life and its results have 
precipitated upon wm family, and | 
shall endeavor to atone for it hereafter by 
showing them that I can abandon my old as- 
sociations and live and act honestly and re- 
spectably. ‘Billy,’ you will soon be released. 
You have also had a bitter experience. Take 
my advice, andin the future when you are 
again a free man, give up crooked work and 
let your motto for the future be ‘honesty,’ if 
you have to starve.” 

“This Jetter,”’ said Porter, “made a deep 
and lasting impression upon me at the time 
and fixed my determination for the fut- 
ure. As soon as _1- was _ liberated 
from jail and the then existing indictments 
against me were nolle prossed, I went to 
Boston, where my poor mother had died dur- 
ing my incarceration. I settied up her estate 
and made a solemn resolve that 1 would pre- 
serve her memory pure, and leave forever 
after the crooked work for others. I have 

KEPT THAT RESOLUTION, 
and as God is my judge, let the ultimate re- 
sult of this trial be what it may, “I shall lead 
an honest and upright life.”’ 

Porter then, having apparently said all he 
cared to on the subject, lita cigar, which he 
had taken from a box some kind friend had 
sent him, extended his fingers through the 
gratings of the door of his cell to his friend 
and retreated to the solitude of his own bitter 
refiections.

“For severai years I was employed as cook

residence,” said Mrs. Pioch, “and l saw the 
Prince nearly every day. He often came in- 
ae kitcheh and spoke to the servants, but 

wife is too proud to notice anybody but 
folks who have tifies. She was hard to get 
‘along with, and very few maids stayed with 
her many months. Sheis stingy and cross 
and jeaious. A strictly nch woman is 
housekeeper, but the rest of the servants are 
German menand women. We had fourteen 
employes in the kitchen,for Prince Bismarck 
gives grand dinners. He has noblemen and 

ies of rank from all parts of Europe at his 
house nearly every day. Butheis a very 
plain liver himself, generally preferring a 
cup of coffee and brown bread in the morning 
to steak and other meats. 

“Bismarck rises at about9 o’clock,drinks a 
glass of brandy and seltzer-water, takes a 
short walk and then has acup of strong black 
cofiée and some brown toast sent to his 
study. There he sips bis coffee and nibbies 
at the toast while Louis,his private secretary, 
opens the letters and selects the most impor- 
tant for the Prince to read. Meanwhile the 
Prince reads the morning papers, and Louis 
and Lena, the old housemaid, say he iy a 
great reader. He looks at the smallest para- 

ph, and takes notes in a memorandum- 
book. After he reads the letters he writes 
on the blank. side of each what reply Louis 
is tomake. Then he chats with his wife and 
children. Ati1l o’clock breakfast is served. 
He is fond of soft boiled eggs and rare mut- 
ton-chops, but he is alight eater. His wife 
and children want the best of everything. 
After breakfast the Prince receives visitors, 
and sometimes he has a great number, and 
at 20’clock he has a Junch in his study. He 
eats sparingly of chicken and drinks Tokay 
or red wine. At4o’clock every day he 
oes to see the Ewperor, who always goes 
ora drive at 3 0’clock 

“Atéo’clock in the evening, Prince Bis- 
marck and his family dine in- great style, 
and then he’eats heartily and drinks several 
giasses of wine, Jobannisberg veing his 
favorite, although he prefers ‘Lokay some- 
times. His wife and children like chawn- 
pagne, and it was acommon saying among 
the servants that Bismarck’s wife is more 
French than German in her testes. You 
know that Bismarck was a poor man twenty 
years ago, and she couldn’t put on airs then. 
Butafter he was made Chancellor she began 
to be stuck up. None of the servants like 
her. Bismarck often playfully chucked the 
maids under the chin in passing them ina 
room or hallway, but when his wife heard of 
it she discharged them. He remains at home 
after tea unless the Reichstag is in session, 
and at midnight supper is served. He does 
not go to his bedroom until 2 0’clock in the 
morning, and Ihave known him in busy 
times to be up until 3 o’clock in_ his study. 
He is a wonderful old man, and I don’t think 
any of his chilaren will be like him. 

“When I was in Prince Bismarck’s employ 
I married my husband,” said Mrs. Pioch, 
“and the Prince and the children came to 
the wedding-room a few minutes. They 
gave me lots of presents to go housekeeping 
with, but the hateful old woman never so 
much as noticed me. But there is no airs 

Webout Bismarck and the children. When 
~/this little boy was born Bismarck’s eldest 
_30n, a splendid man, insisted upon naming 
him Herbert and standing sponsor for him. 
Therefore my Herbert has for godfather the 
son of the great Bismarck.

FORENCON SESSION. CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

The number of hogs packed from March 1 to 
October 24 were 3,530,000 in 1883 and 3,080,000 in 
1882.—Bulis keep harping upon the 200,000,000 
shortage in Europe as though it was actually so.

Our St. Louis Bar. 
Sr. Lours, October 19, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The visit of Baron Coleridge to St. Louis, while 
it illustrated the brilliant accomplishments of an 
English lawyer, laid bare the poverty of tho St. 
Louis Bar iu those elements which distinguish 
and make admirable the profession of the law in 
other cities of metropolitan degree. The speech- 
es of Lora Coleridge were models of grace and 
good sense. Strength was not lacking, although 
the ideas were clothed in a pure and beautiful 
diction. The humor was none the less delicious 
from the fact that its points were well planned, 
and delivered witha studied regard to their ef- 
fectiveness. His learning was none the less 
learning from the faet that it was conveyed to bis 


hearers through the attractive medium of well- 
selected English, Doubtiess Lora Coleridge's 
efforis were achieved without effort on bis part, 
being the result of an almost involuntary exer- 
ion of disciplined qualities and a habit taken ov 
from long years of use. The society in which he 
lived encouraged and required the dévelopment 
of qualities, nabits and methods which 
were so happily and easily displayed 
here. There 1s ve little of this de- 
velopment at the St. uis Bar, and what 
of it there is, exists in spite of adverse circum- 
stances. Energy enough we have, but there isa 
false notion that evergy ceases to be energy 
when projected through a graceful medium; that 
& man who is careiul of his diction and tie 
structure of his sentences is likely to be wanting 
iu ideas; toat a studied effort is an indication of 
weakness, vanity, and uselessly consumes time; 
that a voice weil trained and modulated to the 
seutimeut or thought expressed, so admirable on 
the stage, or in the pulpit, is affectation in daily 
court trials. This false notion has its firmest hoid 
in that place where it can be made most effective 
—the Cireult Bench. The petulance ana intoler- 
ance shown to the man who desires to break 
away from the conversational tone and slovenly 
style of stating law points, and to present them 
iu an atiractive form ore tevus. is something won- 
deriul to behold. Scarcely a law day passed. for 
a term of years, in rooms without a pointed 
declaration from the judge to sume conscientious 
lawyer that argument was useless betore him, as 
he paid no attention toit. A brief would have imore 
effect. Quite in contrast with this, 1s the well- 
known desire of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, that all cases should be argued orally be- 
fore it. never doubting that the Judges could 
remember over fight, or a whole week, the points 
made by counsel. It is not infrequent with us, 
aftera jury has been sitting for hours hearing 
testimony, for a‘'Judge to limit the attornevs to 
ten minutes for summing up the evidence—of 
course, argument is impossibie. This judicial 
habit has almost stripped the St. Louis bar of 
every quality, except energetic force. The 
Judiciary taboos everything else, and there is 
nothing else. Lawyers study to be effective with 
the Judges. and seeing the ineffectiveness of pol- 
ished methods, have lapsed into bitching, slip- 
shod habits of deliverivug arguments which they 
would anathematize im any other public 
speaker. The ambition of St. Louis lawyers for 
that development noied in Lord Coieridge, and 
for that grace of diction and thought, which are 
elsewhere the poWeriul allies of learning and 
force, is crushed under the unimpressionable cal- 
lousness of the Judges. Forensic eloquence is no 
longer honored—with difficulty . exists—even 
literary excellence, in its bighest sense, not being 
encouraged, is not striven for, and, except among 
those of a departing generation, is not found, As 
we draw away from that generation we draw 
near the dead level of mediocrity. In the (rim- 
inal Courts more liberal views prevail, but even 
there &t. Louis presents few expouents of ora- 
torical power. And thé greatest lawyers have 
earned their reatness not in criminal, but in 
civil courts. hy is it that the lawyers of St. 
Louis have not presented to their countrymen 
any instances of monumental classic eloquence, 
such as these of Everett, Rufus Choate, Daniel 
Webster, Charles O’Conor, William Wirt. or 
William Pinekney? Simply because these things 
cume not without discipline and a constant striv- 
ing after excellence in daily court trials, for 
wich there is bo encouragement among us. The 
lawyer who is simply 4 inoney-getting machine is 
without professional pride, and can never be 
great. Such ap one may leave money, but hothing 
else, to posterity. It is true learnin 

may be attained without what Is termec 
culture But that learning is most effect- 
cultivation for its ally. 
It is true, also, that all lawyers are not suscepti- 
ble of polished-developmeat, or the taking on of 
ine graces. Some of them, under the fairest 
auspices, would always be uninteresting and tire- 
some, and among these the writer, with sincerity, 
classes himself. But something must ve borne 
with for.the sake of the development of the choice 
natures arnone us.

Judge Noonan Seys Itis a Game of 1 


Consequently It Comes Under the John- 
son Law and Men Who Play it are Lia- 
ble to be Indicted for Felony—Donnelly 
and Marks Held for the Grand Jury in 


@500. 


Judge Noonan read an opinion from the 
bench of the Court of Criminal Correction 
this morning which is of startling interest to 
the gambling fraternity and to sporting men 
generally. The opinion was on the question 


of whether the game of poker came under 
the head of science or chance. Judge Noonan 
decides that itisa game of chance, and as 
such comes under the Johnson law, which 
makes it a felony. The result of this de- 
cision will probably be the closing of every 
poker-room in the city, and the great Amerl- 
can game will probably be cqnfined only to 
club-rooms and private apartments. The 
case in which the opinion is delivered is 
that of the State against Donnelly and 
Marks, and it grows out of a fight among the 
gamblers. Donnelly is the man who claims 
to have lost $3,500in a game of faro con- 
ducted by Jacob Gardner and Dink Davis at 
the Southern Hotel during Fair week. After 
losing that awount he squealed on the game 
and brought suit against both parties for 
fraud. e cases came up the other day. A 
nolle pros. was entered in Gardner’s case and 
the case of Dink Davis was continued until 
the 10th prox., as information was given 
that Davis had been indicted by the Grand 
Jury for gambling. Mr. Frank ‘Turner is 
the attorney of Dink Davis, and as soon as 
Donnelly brought suit Mr. Turner 
entered suit against Donnelly and 
Marks, who keep a poker-room on the cor- 
ver of Sixth and Chestnut streets. The 
case then became one of dug eat dog. From 
present appearances it is safe to say that 
Davis is the best dog and that Donnelly is 
badly disfigured. The decision of Judge 
Noonan will likely be brought to the notice of 
the Police Board, and as the Police Board 
are looking for an opportunity to show that 
they are not in the leayue with the gam- 
biers, the effect wiil be an order to Chief 
Taaffe to close up the card rooms. This 
will be a crushing blow to the gamblers, as 
poker is the only game except billiards that 
was leftthem. The decision in full isas 
follows: 

STATE VS. DONNELLY—The evidence in 
this case shows ‘that the defendant was the 
proprietor of premises in this city in which 
a gameofcards commonly called poker was 
pares for money and property, and that on 

he 28th day of July, 1883; a game of poker 
was played on said premises by and with 
the consent of the defendant, and in which 
he took part, and that during.said game 
money was bet and lost by the participants 
in said game. The evidence discloses the 
fact that while the game of poker requires a 
great deal of skill on the part of the players 
yet the element of chance largely enters 
into it, and in my opinion brings 
it within ‘the statute commonly known 
as the Johnson law. This statute, now in 
force, is but a re-enactment of the old law 
save in the penalty, which increases the of- 
fense from asimple misdemeanor to a felony. 
Consequently the decisions of the Supreme 
Court rendered under the old law must gov- 
ern. In'the3d Mo., p. 114, State vs. Pend- 
ham, the Supreme Cuurt in effect declared 
that permitting a pack of cards to be used 
with which money is lost or won is an of- 


“Betting on cards is indictable un- 


der the 16th section of article 8 of the act’ 


concerning crimes and punishments; (Em- 
lanko vs. The State, 5th Mo., p. 450.) In 
the 19th Ma, p. 377 (State _ vs. 
Hereford,) the upreme Court lays 
down the doctrine that cards 
are a gambling device within the meaning of 
the filteenth section of the eignth article of 
the act concerning crimesand punishment. I 
fina, therefore, that the game commonly 
called poker, as shown by the evidence here, 
is prohibited by law, is so construed to be by 
our decisions, and is a felony, and I will hold 
the defendants in the sum of $500 each. 
“NOONAN, Judge,” 

Mr. Frank Turner said that with this de. 
cision he would prosecute Donnelly and 
Marks to the bitterend. The Grand Jury 
take hold of them now. ©

“What dothese articles have todo with 
examinations?’ asked a Post-DIsPATCH re- 
porter who happened to be in the party. 

“It’sasly way the boys haveof cheat- 
ing,” said the third, who did not seem to ap- 
prove of tite schemes of his younger class- 
mates. “Some of the boys,” he added, 
“cheat their way through schoo] without 
learning a thing, and always get 100 per cent 
in any study. People would be surprised if 
they only kvew how many tricks scholars 
work for reciting their lessons without learn- 
ing them.”’ 

"What are-sor’e of the tricks?” asked the 


reporter. 

"Well, [don’t likr to give the boys and 
girlsaway. Butthese fellows don’t care I 
know. As for myself, Iam not going back.” 

“Do the girls cheat’?’”’ 

“Oh, do __—itthey. Why they taught 
the boys. Yes, irls are very 
slick about it. bey haven’t any 
cuffs or watches to use, but they wear nice 
white aprous, the corners of which they can 
fili with answers to questions in history and 
art. .They have many advantages to cheat.”’ 

“How do they go about it ’’’ 

“Well, at night the girls take their books 
home, just as though they were going to 
study, but they read novels or go to a candy- 
ont next door and don’t look at the 

ks. Next morning they go over the les- 
sons and put the answers to questions 

ON THE INSIDE OF THEIR WHITE APRONS. 
Of course they can’t put it all down as it 
should be, but they abbreviate or use a 
cipher that they get up tor their own use. 
Alt school they look over the lesson to become 
familiar with tle questions aud when they 
come up to recite they can inadvently roll 
their apron between tbeir fingers and take a 
peep at the answers. This has not worked 
wellin the High School recently. One of 
the teachers got on toit. A girl was caught 
peeping at the corner of her apron. She was 
near-sighted, and having to look closely, the 
teacher saw her. Il won't say what was done 
with her, because it might make ber feel 
badly.

The teacher will never 
notice him. The way these prubiems are 
put in the watch is novel. A round piece of 
paper iscut just large enough Ww fit in the 
watch, then smaller pieces are cut, each one 
diminishing in size. So one case may con- 
tain haifa dozen pieces. They can fiil both 
sides if necessary. This gives thim twelve 
leces of paper, the smallest of which is as 
arge as haliadoliar. By making small jet- 
ters and figures a great deal can be secreted 
in them.”

MEXICAN WAYS. 


A Short Talk with a Chihuahuan on 
Business Methods and Mining. 

Mr, Thowas Hart of Paral, Mexico, is 
stopping at the Hotef Barnum. Mr. Hart 
has been engaged in mining in the State of 
Chihuahua, near Paral, for nearly three 
years past. Toa Post-DisPpatcu reporter 
Who met him Mr. Hart said: 

“I see you will have some Chihuahuans 
here in ashort time. I think the merchants 
of the city will have a difficuit time 
of it establishing anything like 
factory trade relations with the Mexicans. 
You see they have been trading witli Europ- 
ean merchants on long time and don’t under- 
stand your quick methods. Three years’ 
time is not cuvnsidered anything unusual. 
Une of the business men in my 
town told’ me only the other 
duy that he got three years’ time right 
straight along. They order a year in advance. 
Then when the goous come they sell slowly 
on a year’s credit, so itis about three years 
before the money is ready for shipment 
to Europe.. -‘That is another difficulty ; there 
are no means of excliange,as in this country, 
all transdctions are made with cash. lL 
bought a nine from three Mexicans once 
and paid $30,000 for it. They wouldn't 
take a check for it. but made me go to 
the bank and have the money counted out 
in good silver dollars. ‘Then they had it 
carried to their homes. Intime, though, I 
suppose they wil, learn. Chihuahua has 
some beautiful country in it, althuugh the 
great difficulty: in the way of agriculture 
is the lack of water aud the 
uncertainty of rains. Everything is 
done by irrigation. 

“Hew do the mines pay?” 

“Very well, indeed. ‘The. Ucalotes Mining 
Company, at Sa:fta Barbara, is iargely owned 
by St. Louis men, and is a fine property. 
The mining methods are old-fashioaed, but 
geod results are obtained.”

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A HORSE HOSPITAL.

Diseases Peculiar to Equines and 
Their Remedies. 


| An Insane Horse—Treatment by Veterinary 
Surgeons—Resetting Broken Bones—Mean 
Horses—Medicines. 


“Better care is taken of horses in St. 
Louis than in any city in America,” said a 
veterinary surgeon in reply to a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter this morning, “and the own- 
'ers of horses respect the feelings of their 
dumb servants nruch more than they dida 
few years ago. However, vast improvement 
is vet to be made regarding their treatment. 
A horse should be as well taken care of as a 
man; they are subjectto nearly the same 
diseases and their sufferings are as great, but 
there are very few relieved except by 
death, and that in many cases is 
People don’t usually care enough for their 
horse to go to the expense and trouble of 
having a broken lez reset or a case of lung 
fever properly treated, and the poor animal 
that has served them faithfully for perhaps 
three or four vears is either shot or dies 
fromm negligence, There have been few ad. 
vantayes for taking care of sick and wound- 
ed horses in St. Louis until recently, but 
now she can boast of having as many well- 
reculated horse hospitais as any other 
<ity.’” 

_ “Have there been any recent discoveries 
in treating diseases ?’’ 

“A great many very important ones, 
and new appliances have been 
brought out, which enable us to handle 
wounded horses to a better advantage. For- 
merly, when a horse got its leg broken ora 
hoof wrenched, it had to be killed, but vet- 
erinary surgeons are now prepared for any 
emergency, We have a novel arrangement 
for performing 

SURGICAL OPERATIONS. 

A horse with a broken leg, for instance, is 
put into a swing, which is suspended from 
the ceiling, a broad belt is passed under his 
body, allowing him to staid on three legs, 
but not to be down. At nighthe rests by 
throwing his whole weight on the belt. 
Suspended in this manner we can easily 
reset the broken limb or perform any opera- 
tion on him.” 

“Are any difficult operations performed in 


St. Louis?’ 

“Frequently trachotomy is performed for 
diseases of the throat. Where the wind- 
pipe becomes clogged up, to save the horse’s 
life itis necessary to remove the diseased 
part and put inasiivertube. No, we never 
use chloroform or anything of that kind on 
horses. They seem to stand pain pretty 
well. The meanest horse to manage } ard 
an operation is a woman’s horse. Peopie 
would naturaliy think that a gentile old 
horse could be managed, but they are the 
devil when vou go to cutting 
them, A wild fiery horse will stand 
pain without making sve much _§ fuss. 
A common remedy among horse doctors 
years ago, and one that is still practiced by 
some, is bieeding in cases of fever. It isone 
of the worst things they could do. Instead 
they should try to build him up and make 
him stronger. One of the first things a 
horse needs inacase of that kind. is fresh 
sweet milk, and plenty of it. During the 
pink-eye trouble here I used as high as 
eighty and sometimes ninety gallons of 
sweet milk daily.” 

“What diseases are common to horses this 
season ?” 

**‘Pieurisy, lung fever, chills, catarrh, and 
nearly all the diseases of man. These dis- 
CASES are in nearly every case 
brought on by the negligence 
of their owners. . Horses are usually 
hardy and not liable to disease, but wheu 
they are left unpr. tected in the cold and wet, 
uS a great many are, they suffer. Lameness 
is common to St. Louis bores, but our lime- 
stone mud does not produce the scratches 
that most people suppose it does. The new 
asphaitand granite streets will be hard on 
heavy horses, but light buggy horses can be 
driven over them without injury.” 

MEDICINE. 

“Do horses require much medicine?’ 

“Not a great deal; good nursing is half the 
battle. <A horse needs the same kind atten- 
tion that a man needs while he is sick. We 
give them warm beds, in comfortable box- 
stalls, and plenty A 
miaw sleeps ‘near them and attends 
to their .comfort during the night. 
Fhe old way of drenching a horse has been 
very much improved by the use of a funnel- 
shaped tube, by which a horse can be given 
the worst kind of medicine without trouble. 
Now, you would think a horse would make 
as much fuss about taking pilis as people do. 
[ will show you how easy it is.” Taking a 
large pill from the sheif the doctor opened 
the mouth of a convaiescent and put tne pill 
in, ‘The horse swallowed as though he ap- 
preciated the doctor’s kindness. 

“Do you find any cases of insanity among 
horses ?”’ 

“Yes, we have temporary insanity caused 
from indigestion frequentiy, but insanity is 
rare amoug horses, The only case I know of 
was that of Cruiser, a vaiuabile stallion 
brought to this country by Rarey, the horse- 
trainer. Cruiser was raised by the Ear! of 
Chesterfieid. When a yearling colt he be- 
came insane and unmanageable. Rarey tried 
to cure him, but pronounced his case hope- 
less and gave it up. ‘The horse died after 
nearly killing three men. We frequently 
have cases where the horse seems to have 
lost all his senses and needs neither whip nor 
words. ‘These we cali ‘dummies.’ They have 
been worked hard and abused.”’

How 
they laughed if a performer strode upon the 
platform witha big patch on his trousers 
and a long-tuiled eoat split way yp in the 
back! ‘hat has all gone by—we how look 
for the comi¢ in something different. We 
have refined fhe thing. Our wardrebe few 
in the afterv¥ce costs $700; in olden time it 
consisted of a few articles of cas cloth- 
ing. We now have veivet opera dresszs, 
with gold and silver trimmings. The bur- 
lesque prima donna hadn't been evolved: to 
day we havetwo prime donne. Middlemen 
were hardly known. Somebody outside did 
the business; we secured anybody who 
could talk a little. We have now three 
interiocutors, When was the word in- 
terlocutor first used in this connection? I 
don’t know; ten years ago, 1 think. I orig- 
inated a great deal of business. never go 
on the stage—have no talent in. that diree- 
tion—but simply direct. I have originated 
more business than all the other companies 
together. Clog-dances were not known; they 
have sprung up within twelve or sixteen 
years. ‘heir costumes are now extravagant; 
the cost will average $25 a suit. SWe have 
twenty-one of these dancers. The outtits 
alone cost $500—enough to start a duzen com- 
panies in the olden days. ‘The first part was 
| not eostumed until within four years. I[ in- 

troduced thi innovation and have to-day got 

the fiuest and prettiest first part there is going. 
|The eolors are selected so as to make the 
| best effect possible. I originated the four- 
end men idea in Philadelphiain 1870. I 
worked two ‘comedians on each end—that 
was the first time it was doe. The four were 
Lew Benedict, ‘Hughey’ Dougherty, Charies 
Gieason, who is now dead, and Charles 


Reynolds. I had my own opera house in 
Philadelphia for two years—on Seventh 
street. ' 
CALIFORNIA SUCCESS AND INDIAN HOAX. 
“IT took my company of thirty people to 
California in 1870, and achieved one of the 
greatest successes of minstreisy. Nothing 
was seen like it before; nothing will proba- 
bly be seen Hike itagain. It was a novelty 
on the Pacific slope. I hired the only opera- 
house there was to letin San Francisco and 
played four four weeks. The box office was 
opened at 10 o’clock August 10, and at 4 
o'clock $3,100 of tickets had been sold for the 
first two nights. We had $2,100 in the house 
the first night, and had to turn away people. 
While we were there we had to turn away at 
least 3,500. We paid $10,000 rent for four 
weeks. Our receipts ran from $9,000 to $15,- 
000 a week. We had taken $1,500, $1,600 and 
sometimes as high as $1,700 in othe? places 
singie nights, but never for a week. 
One secret of it was that we 
controlled the country for fifty miles around 
aud the people flocked in to see the minstrel 
novelty. This success gave us great pres- 
tige. We went iuto the interior and turned 
away people almost every night. -A_ few 
days before we went by coach from Reno 
City to Virginia City, Nev., the stage coach 
had been robbed; so it occurred to one of the 
company to get agood advertisement for 
the troupe. He wrote outa dispatch giving 
an acevunt of a robbery, and, siguing a fic- 
titious name as a Herald correspondent, dis- 
patehed it tothe Herald. He didn’t men- 
tion our company by uame—he was too 


fawong the wounded. 


shrewd for that, because the newspaper 
would have thought it an  advertisin 
dodge. Ue simply said that a minstre 
troupe from the East were reported: to 
have been among the passengers. Then 
he gave the names of the troupe—so 
many killed, so many wounded. was 
' Wetl, that dispatch 
traveled like wildfire. Telegrams poured in 
asking for further particulars; the papers In 
all the big cities copied the dispatch and 
wrote editeriais upon it. We were well 
known atthe East and our names made it 
an impossibiliiy to suppress the fact that

They found the headquarters of a criminal 


gang which for some time has been coining 
spurious doijlars and committing depredations 
on the surrounding country. Cowpiete coun- 
terfeiting outtits were seized, including 
mojds, boxes, Kettles, plaster of paris, Dis- 
muth, lead, etc. The most interesting part 
of the story is the history of the gang, which 
uad begun extensive overations. It isa 
secret society of the blood and thunder 
variety, now numbering twenty-three mem- 
bers, It was organized, according to its 
records, June 170f the present year. Its 
members are young men, 18 to 21 years old, 
iiving in South Londonderry, Jamaica, West 
Townsend, aud Wardsboro, Vt., and Ashue- 
lot and Winchester, N. H, The. band was 
governed bya captain, first and second 
officers, secretary, judge ot firearms, and a 
board of directors. Shey styled theim- 
selves the United Birds and 
Brothers. They had organized an 
elaborate systeiu of signals and alphabets, to 
whica the officers now have the key, and 
their secret records were kept by a inystic 
system, which is translated according to the 
key by an arrangement of figures, A being 
represented by the figurel, B2, etc. The 
members who have coufessed teil biood- 
curdling stories about the process of initia- 
tion. Each applicant was required to take 
the following oath: “Do you solemnly 
swear upon your honor, by all that is great 
and smail, to forever to keep secret what 
we are about to tell you, under the fear of 
being laid below ua rays of the sun, moon 
and stars by 6 United Band of 
Avengers, so help you Gud.”
